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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-8 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims1-8 allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In reference to claims 1 and 5: 

Schmidt, U.S. Patent No. 5,912,621, discloses a cabinet security state detection 
system comprising: 

• Detecting the opening of a computer cabinet (2:66-3:1 1); 

• If the cabinet is detected to be open, then a monitoring system is notified as 
opposed to the computer shutting down (1:52-55); 

• Supplying an alternative power source in order to ensure that even when the 
computer power is turned off, the tamper detection mechanism is still operational 
(3:28-49). 

• Providing for a password protected reset (4:9-38). 

Schmidt fails to teach an authentication/decryption unit, however, Komuro et al. 
(Komuro), U.S. Patent No. 6,223,285, discloses an Encryption Mode Indicator (EMI) 
consisting of three different flags that correspond to a copy prohibition mode, a single 
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copy mode or an unrestricted mode (4:33-53, 6:1-17) to be usable with audio/visual 
data content subject to copyrights (3:1-5). 

A search of the prior art has uncovered Schmidt and Komuro as the closest art of 
record, however neither reference suggests any motivation to combine the two 
inventions. No art disclosing, nor motivation to combine has been found which recites 
the limitations occurring on an image display device utilizing an enable/disable control 
means for controlling the enabling/disabling of the authentication/decryption unit 
according to the flags stored. In the art of tamper detection and copy 
protection/prevention, it is most prevalent to utilize watermarks and digital signatures 
with the content and the lack thereof indicates that someone is tampering with the 
content instead of it being detected on the physical image display device. 

All other pending claims are dependent upon allowable claims 1 and 5 and are 
allowable for that reason.
